Shri B. Ramakrishna Rao : (a) As per Jagir Administra- 
tor's letter No. 1151/1166/GS, da1;pd 2nd April, 1951, all the 
Assistant Ja^ir Administrators (District Collectors) were requir- 
ed to furnish lists of all such jagir buildings which were utilised by 
the ex-jagirdars for administrative and public purposes, such as 
offices, schools, hospitals, etc. and taken over by them, with due 
emphasis to hand them over to the P.W.D, for their proper 
maintenance. Districtwise lists received from the District 
Collectors (Assistant Jagir Administrators) are enclosed here- 
with, together with an abstract of the jagir buildings and 
roads taken over by the P.W.D. after the irierger. 

(b) The buildings taken over by the District Collectors 
were classified Paigah, Ilaqa or Samasthan-wise wherever 

possible.

Ic) Most of the buildings were already taken over. Com- 
pletion reports are awaited from the District Collectors. 

(d) The buildings owned by the Jagirdars in the City 
of Hyderabad are in the nature of private properties of the 
jagirdars and which are being used for their residential pur- 
poses. The buildings wherein the Paigah offices were located 
are at present used for the office of the Accounts Officer, 
Paigahs and Jagirs, and will be returned to the jagirdars 
after the said office is wound up and the jagir records are 
transferred to the Revenue Board.

Subject : — Jagir buildings to be taken over by Government. 

I am directed to invite your attention to the ^proceedings 
of the Conference of the Civil Administrators convened by 
the Jagir Administrator at Shah Manzil, on Sunday the 16th 
October, 1949, in which a decision was taken to the effect that 
all the buildings which were utilised by the jagirdars for ad- 
ministrative and public purposes such as offices, schools, 
hospitals, etc. have to be taken over by Government and 
buildings used for residential purposes will not be taken 
oyer. Further, you were requested to prepare the list of all 
such buildings that have been taken over or proposed to be 
taken over from the jagirs. It is observed that no suoh lists 
haye so far been received from you. You are, therefore, 
requested to see that all such buildings are immediately taken 
charge of and to send within a month lists of buildings that 
have already been taken over or proposed to be taken .over 
and those which are in dispute with the jagirdars. It is 
important that buildings are not only taken over but also 
maintained properly by the P.W.D. to whom these should 
be handed over. 

Reports have been received that some of the adminis- 
trative buildings in ex-jagir areas are still in possession of the 
jagirdars and have not been taken over by the Collectors. 
Government takes serious view of such default. 

This may be treated as very urgent.

Presentation of Budget 

Mr. Speaker : Dr. G. S. Melkote. 

The Minister for Finance and Statistics (Dr. G. S. Melkote): 
Mr. Speaker Sir, 

I rise to present to the House the Budget Estimates 
of Hyderabad Government for the year 1953-54. 

It is almost a year since we took charge of administra- 
tion here and I presented to this House the '* interim 
budget " which had been prepared by my predecessor. 
This was later revised in deference to the wishes of my 
honourable friends in this House, and the revised budget 
proposals were placed before the House in June, 1952. 
The main features of the revised proposals were : 

(1) Substantial reduction in Police expenditure ; 

(2) Increased allotments for development activities ; 

* 

(3) Total abolition of import duties ; 

(4) An increase in the rate of general sales tatx. 
AU this was done within a short space of two months. 

We had, however, a difficult time ahead as the Esti- 
mates which were finally passed by the Assembly, envi- 
saged a deficit of Rs. 1 • 28 crores on revenue account and 
a huge short-fall of Rs. 5*50 crores on capital account 
which was expected to be met by obtaining loans from 
Central Government. 

The situation has, however, considerably improved 
during the last one year and the year 19S2-58 iis expect- 
ed to close with a surplujs instead of a defieife 
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I shall first briefly indicate the results of fihancial 
transactions in 1951-52 and then deal with, the revised 
estimates for 1952-53 and budget estimates for 1958*-54, 
In view of the impending change in Currency, the accounts 
for 1951-52, revised estimates for 1952-53 and budget 
estimates have all been framed in I.G. Currency. 

AciUALS 1951-52. 

As against the revised estimate of Rs. 5^9*08 crores, 
the actual revenuie receipts in 1951-52 amounted to 
Rs. 29*87 crores, thus recording an increase of R&, 79 
lakhs. On the other hand the actual revenue expendi- 
ture was Rs. 28*19 crores as against the estimated 
expenditure of Rs. 29* 08 crores, thus resulting in a saving 
of Rs. 89 lakhs. The 1951-52 thus closed with a handsome 
surplus of Rs. 1*68 crores, which was due partly to for- 
tuitous receipts from customs and collection of certain 
arrears from Central Government and Central Railways, 
and partly to postponement of large expenditure on 
pension contributions to other Governments and payments 
to Jagirdars, 

Finance Commission. 

As both the revised estimates for the current year and 
the budget estimates for the ensuing year have been 
largely influenced by the award* of the Finance Commission 
I shall first explain to what extent our demands have 
been accepted by the Finance Commission and then- pro- 
ceed with the review of the financial position in 1952-58 
and prospects for 1953-54. 

The first Finance Commission which was appointed 
under Article 280 (1) of the Constitution, visited Hyder- 
abad in Jtdy 1952, when a detailed memorandum was 
submitted to them. In this memorandum we had urged 
the Finance Commission to recommend an increase of 
Rs. 216 lakhs in revenue gap payment, which had been 
fixed at an unreasonably low figure of Rs. 116 lakhs. 

The Commission were also requested to recommend 
a financial assistance of Rs. one crore per annum for 
meeting the current deficits on revenue account. 

A further assistance of Rs. 2 crores per annum on 
revenue account and Rs» 6 crores per aimwn on capital 
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account, was requested, in order to enal^le the State 
Government to fulfil its commitments under the Five 
Year Plan. It was also suggested that the former may 
take one or more of the following forms : — 

[i) Direct Cash Grant ; 

• {ii) Increase in Income Tax share and a share in 
Central Excise Duties ; 

(Hi) Permission to continue export duty and sur- 
charges at least during the currency of the Five Year Plan. 

T^he Commission's report which has been accepted by 
the President and was laid before the Parliament on the 
13th February, is now public property. According to 
this report, the divisible share of Income Tax revenue has 
been raised from 50% to 55% and States will also receive 
40% share o^ the net proceeds of Union Excise Duties 
on tobacco, .matches and vegetal>le products. Hyder- 
abad's share lias been fixed at 4 *5% in the case of Income 
Tax and 5 -89% in the case of Union Excise Duties. 

These recommendations take effect as from April, 1952 
and consequently the revenue gap payment of Rs, 116 lakhs 
per annum will now cease and Hyderabad will receive 
roughly the following amounts in 1952-53 and 1953-54.

After deducting the existing revenue gap payment of 
Rs, 116 lakhs, the net accretion would be of Rs, 226 lakhs 
in 1952-53 and of Rs. 217 lakhs in 1953-54. Hyderabad 
will also receive a special grant of Rs. 120 lakhs during 
the next four years for expansion of primary education 
as under : —

This is all right so far as it goes. But the J^inanee 
Conmiission did not find Hyderabad as a fit case for 
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grant-in-aid under the substantive portion of^Artick 
275 (1) of the Constitution. The principles recom- 
mended for this purpose are {i) budgetary needs, (ii) self- 
help by way of tax effort and economy in expenditure, 
(m) standards of social services, and {iv) special obli- 
gations. Judged by any of these criteria, Hyderabad 
has got a very strong case for substantial financial assis- 
tance from Central Government. 

Nothing has been said about the State'g request for 
permission to continue export duties and export surcharg- 
es beyond 1953-54i as their total abolition will result in 
an annual loss of about Rs. 3 crores with effect Trom 
1954-55, which it is impossible to meet by any alter- 
native taxes within the State field. 

Revised Estimates 1952-53. 

Revenue : — The es'cimates presented to the Assembly 
in June 1952, provided for a revenue of Rs. ^27 • 01 crores, 
including the anticipated receipts of Rs. 103 lakhs from the 
proposed special assessment on lands under cash crops. 
This proposal was, however, later dropped and it was de- 
cided to increase the ordinary assessments in the case of 
taluqas where resettlement had become overdue. This 
was expected to yield about Rs. 15 lakhs. The final rev- 
enue estimates were thus reduced by Rs. 88 lakhs and 
placed at Rs, 26 -13 crores. 

The revised estimate of revenue now comes to 
Rs 27 • 91 crores, which means an improvement of Rs. 178 
lakhs. The details of the various heads under which 
increases or decreases have occxirred, have been discussed 
in Finance Secretary's Explanatory Memorandum, which 
has been separately laid before the House. I shall briefly 
indicate the main items responsible for this increase. 

As a result of the recommendations of the Finance 
C(^pamission^ the Central subvention for 1952-53, is ex- 
pected to be Rs. 842 lakhs as against Rs. 116 lakhs 
originally fixed under the financial integration arrange- 
m^ts, thus resulting in an increase of Rs. 226 lakhs. 

Export customs and surcharges are expected to yield 
Rs, 52 lakhs and Rs,64r lakhs, respectively, more than the 
original anticipations* 

Tfeds increase of Rs. 342 lakhs on account cf increase 
ill Central subv^ntipn and Customs and surcharges, im^ 
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howeVer, been partially counterbalanced by short falls 
of revenue under excise, sales tax and other heads ♦ 

Excise auctions have recorded a fall of about Rs. G6 
lakhs, while duty on liquor has also gone down by about 
Rs. 22 lakhs. As the Excise year is from October 
to September, the loss in 1952-53 will be about Rs. 49 
lakhs and the balance will be reflected next year. 

The Sales Tax Department is still in the formative 
stage. Biifeiness has also suffered, to a certain extent, on 
account of fall in prices. The income from this source 
is, •therefore, now expected to be Rs. 193 lakhs as against 
Rs. 247 lakhs anticipated in the Budget. There is thus 
a fall of Rs. 54 lakhs under this head. 

A Central assistance of Rs. 40 lakhs towards Police 
expenditure had been assumed in framing the budget 
estimates. *The Government of Ifidia have not, however, 
so far agreed to make this grant. The matter is being 
pursued. 

Similarly the Government of India have not agreed to 
compensate the State Government for loss of income from 
countervailing duty on cloth manufactured in local mills, 
which was abolished at their instance and for which a 
credit of Rs. 20 lakhs had been taken in revenue estimates. 

Receipts from Road Transport Department have also 
fallen by about Rs. 21 lakhs due to decline in passenger 
.traffic and delay in bringing 100 new buses into operation. 

Revenue Surplus in 1952-53 : — ^As a result of improve- 
ment in revenue and savings and postponement of ex- 
penditure, the year 1952-53 is now expected to close with 
a surplus of Rs. 109 lakhs, as against the anticipated 
deficit of Rs. 123 lakhs. 

Capital Expenditure in 1952-53 : — The budget pro- 
vided for a total capital outlay of Rs. 737 lakhs. The 
revised estimate is Rs. 722 lakhs, the fall being the result 
of minor savings under the Tungabhadra Project and 
the multi-purpose Godavari Valley Scheme. 

Budget Estimates eor 1958-54. 

Revenue Receipt : — ^The revenue estimate for 1958-54, 
on the basis of existing taxes and duties, stands at 
Rs. 27 . 90 crores, as against the revised estimate of Rs. 27 , 91 
crores. There is a fall of Rs. 46 lakhs under customs, 
due to. abolition of import duties, and of Rs, 26 lakhs 
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under export surcharges as the current year's 
crop is not as good as that of last year. On the other 
hand the receipts from Land Revenue are expected to 
improve by Rs. 9 lakhs and R. T. D. earnings by Rs. 6 
lakhs. In addition to these, we expect to receive a 
sum of Rs. 24 lakhs towards arre£.rs of State 's share in 
Central Road Fund allocations and another Rs. 20 lakhs 
as central assistance for expansion of primary education. 

Revenue Expenditure : — The budget estimate of rev- 
enue expenditure on standing charges for 1953-54 is 
Rs. 27 "26 crores and another Rs. 96 lakhs have been 
provided for new items, making a total of Rs. 28*22 
crores. There is thus an increase of Rs. 44 lakhs over the 
revised estimate of Rs. 26 82 crores. Details of these 
variations have been discussed in Finance Secretary 's 
Explanatory Memorandum. Briefly speaking, there are 
increases under Irrigation (15 lakhs), Interest, (Rs. 18 
lakhs), Contribution to Sinking Fund (Rs. 39 lakhs), Edu- 
cation (Rs. 39 lakhs), Civil Works (Rs. 26 lakhs). Pensions 
(Rs. 59 lakhs), Payments to Jagirdars (Rs. 38 lakhs), Com- 
munity Projects (Rs. 14 lakhs). 

On the other hand there are savings under Police 
(Rs. 63 lakhs). Revenue Administration (Rs. 10 lakhs), 
Food Subsidy (Rs. 25 lakhs), Mansabs (Rs. 16 lakhs) and 
General Administration, Administration of Justice and 
Jails (Rs. 13 lakhs). 

The new items of expenditure for 1953-54 mainly 
consist of Rs. 9 lakhs for Land Census and other preli- 
minary arrangements in connection with land reforms, 
Rs. 14 lakhs for possible losses on food administration, 
and Rs. 50 lakhs for development schemes under the 
Five- Year Plan, e. g.,

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I 'shall now explain the salient features of expend- 
iture estimates under important heads. 

Land Reforms : — In accordance with the under-taking 
o-iven in the last Session of Assembly, a bill will be in- 
troduced in the present Session, which envisages far- 
reaching land and tenancy reforms. In order to imple- 
ment these reforms it wall be necessary to collect basic 
data regarding the various types of land holdings, their 
yields and «uch other data as is necessary to throw light 
on the different aspects and impUcations of the proposed 
refgrms and for which a sum of Rs. 8*86 lakhs has been 
earmarked in the coming year. 

Debt Service. — The interest charges and contributions 
to Sinking Fund are steadily increasing on account of the 
fresh loans which are being obtained from the Central 
Government* for carrying out the capital programme 
under the l^ive-Year Plan, It is also proposed that the 
existing scrips of Hyderabad loans which are in Urdu and 
expressed in Hyderabad Currency, should be gradually 
withdrawn and replaced by fresh scrips in English which 
will be expressed in I. G, Currency. A provision of 
Rs. 1*14 lakhs has been made for this purpose. 

Police Expenditure. — While presenting the estimates 
for 1952-53, I had stated that the target for Police Ex- 
penditure in 1952-53 was fixed at Rs. 369 lakhs and that 
Police Department was making every possible effort 
to bring down the expenditure to this level. It was then 
proposed that out of the six battalions of Hyderabad 
State. Reserve Police, three would be disbanded by 
the middle of 1952-53 which would give a saving of 
about Rs. 18 lakhs. One battalion was actually disbanded 
and the other two would also have followed, had the 
law and order situation shown any further signs of im- 
provement. On the other hand Government was called 
upon to meet an unprecedented disturbing situation in 
Hyderabad city itself. The programme for disbandment 
of the other two battalions had, therefore, to be deferred 
until some other opportune time. It is now proposed to 
disband one more battalion in March and another in 
September, 1953. 

No Government likes to waste tax-payers money on 
unproductive expenditure, much less the Hyderabad 
Government, which has been passing through great finan-* 
cial difficultiei^. It must, however, be realized that 
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internal peace and security has to be maintained at all 
costs, without which there cannot be any guarantee for 
an orderly progress of the country. 

As a result of the retention of the two H. S. R. P. 
battalions beyond the originally stipulated time, and 
certain minor increases under travelling allowances and 
contingencies, the police expenditure in 1952-53 is now 
estimated at Rs. 401 lakhs as against the oi^ginal esti- 
mate of Rs. 369 lakhs. 

The estimates for 1958-54 have been further cut down 
and provide for an expenditure of Rs. 339 lakhs as against 
Rs. 593 lakhs spent in 1951-52 and Rs. 401 lakhs of 
1952-53. The figure of Rs. 339 lakhs also includes an 
item of Rs. 5*68 lakhs for the Civil Police from outside 
and Rs. 6*51 lakhs for *che H. S. R. P. battalipn which is 
proposed to be disbanded next year. When Tjoth these 
items are removed the expenditure on police will be 
reduced to about Rs. 827 lakhs by 1954-55. 

Jails,~T!he expenditure on jails has also been brought 
down from Rs. 31 lakhs budgetted for 1952-53 to Rs. 26 
lakhs in 1953-54. At the same time the amenities for 
prisoners have been increased. For instance, improve- 
ment of diet, enhanced subsistence allowance, supply 
of bed sheets to under-trial prisoners, supply of free 
post cards, installation of radios and loudspeakers, es- 
tablishment of canteens, etc. 

Devjelopment Plans 

The Five- Year Plan as finalized some time back en- 
visages an expenditure of Rs. 2,069 crores by the Central 
and State Governments in the Five- Year period distri- 
buted roughly as follows : —

The original Five-Year Plan for Hyderabad envisaged 
a total expenditure of Rs. 40-53 crores earmarkd for 
Agriculture *• and Rui^al Development (Rs. 4-68 crores), 
Major Irrigation & Power Projects (Rs. 26*97 crores), 
Industries (Rs. 2 '94 crores), Roads (Rs. 1*29 crores) 
and Social Services (Rs. 4*70 crores). The Central 
Government had promised to give an assistance of 
Rs. 10 crores and the balance of Rs. 30-5 crores was 
expected to be raised locally by means of new loans 
(Rs. 6 croreg), new taxes (Rs. 6^ crores), withdrawals 
from Reserves (Rs. 6*9 crores), and economies in ex- 
penditure and other current sources (Rs. 11 '6 crores). 

ThQ Plan has been under continuous review and it 
is found that the original Plan will have to be expanded 
to include certain additional items of expenditure and 
the expanded Plan would be of the order of Rs. 50 crores. 
The details of these additional items have to be approved 
by the Planning Commission. 

During the last two years we have received an assis- 
tance of about Rs. 6 • 5 crores from the Centre by way of 
loans and grants and we were able to find about Rs. 11 "5 
crores* from our own resources. The balance required 
for the expanded Plan would be about Rs. 32 crores. 
half of which it may be possible to find from our existing 
resources and reserves and local taxes and loans. For 
the balance, we have to look forward to the Centre and 
hope that the requisite aid would be forthcoming. 

Financial difficulties have so far prevented the State 
Government from implementing the Five-Year Plan ac- 
cording to the original programme. These difficulties 
still persist and, therefore, we have to proceed very 
cautiously in undei:taking fresh commitments. 

A sum of Rs. 73 ' 4 lakhs was provided in the current 
year's budget for development schemes, out of which 
Rs. 21 * 7 lakhs were earmarked for restoration of breached 
tanks, Rs. 17*5 lakhs for Development under Tunga- 
bhadra ^Project, Rs. 8'6 lakhs for Harijan Welfare, and 
7 
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the balance of Rs* 25 '7 lakhs was intended for taking up 
at least a portion of 2nd year's programme under 
Education, Medical & Public Health, Veterinary, Co- 
operation and Industries. 

Out of these, it was possible to release only abput 
Rs. 25 lakhs for Tun<Tabhadra Development, Harijan 
Welfare, Education and Medical & Public Health activi- 
ties, due to financial stringency and uncertainty of the 
financial aid from the Centre as a result of Finance Com- 
mission's findings. 

I shall now briefly indicate the progress of expendi- 
ture on individual items under the Plan. 

Agriculture. — The Plan envisages a total outlay of 
Rs. -3 '46 crores on Agriculture. Rs. 49*70 lakhs have been 
provided in 1953-54 for well-irrigation, supply of oil- 
engines and pumps, distribution of improved seed, am- 
moinum sulphate, groundnut cake, and paddy mixture, 
control of pest diseases, etc. In addition, there are 
several schemes of agricultural research. Some of them 
are being run exclusively from State funds while others 
are receiving aid from the Indian Council of Agricultural 
Research, Indian Cotton Committee, Indian Sugarcane 
Committee and Indian Oilseeds Committee. 

^ A further sum of Rs. 4 • 29 lakhs has been provided 
m the next year's budget for taking up new schemes 
under the Five- Year Plan and, the department proposes 
to utilize it for a soil survey unit, Kumpta cotton scheme, 
development of Himayatsagar Farm, and research 
schemes for sugar, maize, etc. Thus in all, a sum of 
Rs, 50 ' 99 lakhs has been provided for the various schemes 
of Agriculture Department. 

Veterinary. — ^A sum of Rs. 2 * 6 lakhs has been pro- 
vided in 1953-54. 

Co-operation. — ^A provision of Rs. 1 • 29 lakhs is being 
made in 1953-54. 

Forest. — ^Next year's budget provides Rs. 4*8 lakhs 
for conservation and afforestation. 

Education. — ^A sum of Rs. 3*44 lakhs only could be 
released during the current year. The department was 
also able to effect substantial savings in its eSLSting 
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'^udget. The year 1952-53 was mainly devoted to con- 
solidation of new schemes of expansion that had been 
taken up in previous years. The Basic Education 
Centres at Bhiknoor and Mominabad, the Domestic 
Science Training College for Women and the School of 
Music and Dance were raised to their full-fledged status. 
Similarly, additional classes were opened in 170 Primary 
and 70 Middle Schools, raising their status to Lower 
Secondary Schools and Higher Secondary Schools, res- 
pectively. • 

The Primary Schools in the Community Project Areas 
and in places contiguous to the Basic Education Training 
Centres are being converted into Basic Schools. A 
Basic Education Training Centre is also being opened 

with Kannada medium at Yermarus, Raichur. 

« 

The Coromittee of Experts which was appointed to Technical 
report on the expansion of Techincal Education in Hy- 
derabad in general and the establishment of a Poly- 
technic in particular have completed their work and have 
submitted a report which is under consideration of 
Government. Meanwhile some of the recommen- 
dations of the Committee which did not involve 
financial implications have been implemented. The 
Government Technical College has been reorganised to 
provide a three years ' post-matriculate diploma course 
• m the branches of Mechanical Engineering and Electrical 
Engineering separately. Instruction in various types of 
crafts has been pooled in the Central Crafts Institute 
located in Mallepalli lines. A Technical High School in 
English and Telugu media has been started in Secunder- 
abad. The School of Arts has been reorganised and 
will now provide diploma courses in Painting, Sculptm^e, 
Commercial Art, Design and Architecture. 

A landmark in the sphere of primary education was Primary 
the placing of the Hyderabad Compulsory Primary Educa- ^^i^^^^^"** 
tion Act on the Statute Book. 

No fresh overseas scholarships or deputations wereschoiar- 
sa^nctioned this year. A scheme of giving scholarships for ®^^p** 
higher studies in institutions in India, which provide 
instruction in higher scientific and technological subjects 
has been sanctioned.

•ehemes. 
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With a view to encourage private institutions, the rules 
for grant-in-aid have been revised and made uniformly 
apphcable to all institutions. An additional sum of 1*71 
lakhs was given for this purpose this year which will be 
raised to Rs. 3 lakhs next year. Grants are also being 
given to private colleges and a sum of Rs. 1 lakh was re- 
appropriated for this purpose from the grant for foreign 
scholarships. 

The Education Department has plans of «large scale 
expansion of Primary Education by opening voluntary 
aided schools, 2-teacher schools and full-fledged prim?.ry 
schools in villages with a population of 500, 1,000 and 
over 1,000 respectively. With a view to avoid wastage 
by the pupils lapsing into illiteracy at the end of the 
primary education, steps are being taken to convert exist- 
ing primary schools in bigger villages into Central Primary 
Schools, where instruction is imparted up to the seventh 
class. Side by side the existing Primary Schools in 
areas, where facilities for land and water are available, 
are being converted into Basic Schools as and when 
trained teachers are available.

In the sphere of Technical Education, the recom- 
mendations of the Committee of Experts which are under 
examination of Government will be implemented by 
providing additional equipment to the Government 
Technical College, which is proposed to be converted into 
a Ploytechnic. Simultaneously, it is proposed to open 
Central Technical Institutions in important places in the 
districts where provision will be made for courses lead- 
ing to H,S,C, (Tech.) and instruction will be imparte<i ir 
various crafts including smithy and workshop practice 
in order to train fitters and mechanics for agricultura 
implements in use in rural areas. 

The budget estimates for 1953-54 provide a total sun 
of Rs. 4.76 crores, including additional grants of Rs. 25, < 
lakhs which will be utilised as follows : —

The estimates for 1953-54 include a special provision 
of Rs. 6 '86 lakhs for undertaking some more new schemes 
next year. Out of this, Rs. 4*29 lakhs have been ear- 
marked for Medical Schemes and Rs. 2 • 57 lakhs for Health 
Schemes. 

Development in Project areas. — ^The development work 
has be^n going on for some time in the area under the 
Nizamsagar and Laknavaram Projects. The work on 
the Tungabhadra Project has also been taken up so that 
necessary land may be ready as soon as water is let out 
from the Project early next year. 

A provision of Rs. 12*9 lakhs has been included in 
the next year's budget for development work ULtider the 
Nizamsagar Project which envisages colonisation, es- 
tablishment of agricultural farms, co-operative societies, 
veterinary aid, construction of roads, etc. A similar 
provision was made in the current year's budget also. 

As regards the Tungabhadra Project, a provision of 
Bs. 17-5 lakhs was included in the budget for 1952-53, 
out of which Rs. 6 * 9 lakhs were spent on the rehabilita- 
tioii of the displaced persons and the balance coiild not be 
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released due to financial stringency. The budget estimate 
for 1958-54 provides Rs. 21*4 lakhs to be utilised partly 
for the remaining work on rehabilitation of the displaced 
persons and partly for the development of the Ayacut. 
The schemes drawn up in this connection envisage pre- 
paration of land, construction of field channels, establish- 
ment of agricultural demonstration plots, supply of 
tractors for the rehabilitation centres, construction of 
roads, import of livestock, formation of ^co-operative 
societies, etc. 

Community Projects. — There is a country- wide'^pro- 
grannne for establishment of Community Projects and 
Development Blocks in order to organise the village 
population according to a well-planned pattern providing 
necessary facilities for their proper development with the 
ultimate object of raising their standard of Ifving and pro- 
viding them with the essential amenities of life. A group 
of 100 villages is selected for development and designated 
as a Development Block, and 3 such blocks constitute a 
Community Project. The total expenditure on one Com- 
munity Project for 3 years is estimated roughly at Rs. 65 
lakhs and on this basis, the total cost of the two Projects 
and one Block allotted to Hyderabad would be Rs. 1.51 
crores, out of which Rs. 28 lakhs are required to be pro- 
vided by the State Government and the balance of Rs. 1 . 28 
crores will be given by the Central Government by way 
of loans (Rs. 69 lakhs) and grants (Rs. 54 lakhs). 

A provision of Rs. 4.29 lakhs was made in the current 
year's budget to meet the State's share of expenditure. 
The work was started on the 2nd of October 1952 and is 
satisfactorily progressing. A provision of Rs. 12*9 lakhs 
has been included in the next year's budget for carrying 
out the State's part of the programme next year. It is 
expected that the Centre's share would be received to the 
fail extent. 

A further provision of Rs. 5-14 lakhs has been includ- 
ed in the next year's budget for three more Blocks out of ,^ 
which at least one will be located in the Marathwada area* ; 

Minor Irrigation Works : — ^The original Five- Year Plan „ 

makes a provision of Rs. 70 lakhs for Minor Irrigation ; 

Works. This has since been revised and raised to Rs. 208 ; 

lakhs. Against this, the Government of India sanctioned ' 
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a loan' of Rs. 35 lakhs for the current year for repairs and 
restoration of breached tanks and canals, half of which 
is expected to be utilised in the current year and the 
balance has been provided in the next year's budget, 
A further loan of Rs. 38 lakhs was sanctioned by the 
Government of India for restoration of breached tanks 
and canals in Mahboobnagar district where considerable 
damage was caused on accout of heavy rains. The work 
is in progress and it is expected that about Rs. 10 lakhs 
will be utilised in the current year. A further sum of 
Rs. 17 lakhs has been included in the next year's budget 
for •this purpose. The total amount to be expended on 
these schemes in 1953-54 stands at Rs. 35 lakhs. 

Harijan Welfare:-A special provision of O.S. Rs. 8.57 
lakhs was included in the current year's budget for various 
activities connected with the welfq^e of Harijans. Out of 
this Rs. 6'<86 lakhs were released for sinking of wells, 
acquisition of land for house-sites, supply of hutting 
materials, establishments of small scale industries, grants- 
in-aid, etc. The Budget Estimate for 1953-54 includes 
a provision of Rs. 6 • 86 lakhs for the above purpose. 

Revenue Depicit and Proposals to meet it 

The Budget Estimates for 1953-54 thus provide for a 
total revenue expenditiu'e of Rs. 28*22 crores as against 
,the anticipated receipts of Rs. 27*90 crores from the 
existing taxes and duties. There is thus a revenue deficit 
of Rs. 32 lakhs, out of which about Rs. 12 lakhs are 
expected to be covered by new taxation measiu^es, which 
I shall presently describe, and the balance of Rs. 20 lakhs 
will be met by withdrawals from reserves. 

The present rate of Sales Tax on petrol in Hyderabad 
is only O.S. 3 annas per gallon. It is proposed to charge 
I.G. 8 annas per gallon with effect from 1st April, 1958. 
This is expected to yield an additional revenue of Rs. 2 • 14 
lakhs. 

The second proposal relates to the various taxes, fees, 
etc., under the Motor Vehicles Rules, which are low 
in Hyderabad, ^ compared to other parts of India. It is 
proposed that with effect from 1st April, 1958, the rates of 
these taxes fees, etc., should be fixed at the same figures 
in I.G. currency. This is expected to give Rs. 1 -72 lakhs. 
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My third proposal is to levy a cess on sugarcane 
produced in the State and crushed in local factories. The 
total quantity of such sugarcane is estimated at 4 lakhs 
tons and, at I.G. Rs. 2 per ton, it will yield a revenue of 
Rs. 8 lakhs. The rate proposed is low as compared 
to the rates obtaining in other States. 

All these are very minor items and the extra burden 
on the pubhc, if any, would be insignificant. 

Capital Outlay 

The capital programme for 1952-53 was limited to the 
carrying out of the works which were already in progress. 
The Budget Estimates for 1953-54 provide for a total 
capital outlay of Rs. 6*87 crores, out of which Rs. 3*99 
crores are for irrigation^ projects, Rs. 1*07 crores for the 
multi-purpose Godavari Valley Scheme, Rs. 58 lakhs for 
electricity schemes, Rs. 55 lakhs for buildings and 
roads, Rs. 25 lakhs for grants to local bodies, etc., and 
Rs. 43 lakhs for industrial housing. 

The Tmigabhadra Project has reached a fairly advanc- 
ed stage. The dam is nearing completion and is expected 
to be completed by June, 1953. Work is also going on 
on the first 54 miles of canal, and it is expected that it 
would be possible to let out water for irrigating about 
6,000 acres during the next agricultural season. 

The total acreage under Tungabhadra Project is of 
the order of 4| lakh acres which, when fully brought under 
the plough, will go a long way in solving the food problem 
of our State. 

There is a proposal to link up the Ramagundam 
Thermal Power Station with the Hyderabad Station, in 
order to meet the growing load that has already develop- 
ed and which will develop in future. The main problem is, 
however^ that of funds. The Planning Commission, who 
were consulted seem to be favourably impressed with the 
proposition and it is hoped that they would help the 
State in carrying out this plan. 

Another notable item in the capital programme is the 
Bidtistrial Housing Scheme. The origuial Plan was to 
spend Rs. 30 lakhs out of which Rs. 20 lakhs were to be 
ptovided by the Central Government as a loan and the 
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balance of Rs. 10 lakhs was to be met by the State. The 
scheme has now been revised and the Central Government 
have sanctioned an amount of Rs. 37 lakhs, half of which 
is to be treated as grant and the remaining half as loan. 
Another Rs. 6 lakhs have been contributed by the State, 
and thus a sum of Rs . 43 lakhs has been provided for the 
scheme for 1953-54. 

Three hundred two-room tenements at Mushirabad 
have already been completed under the original scheme. 
Further 80 single-room tenements at Mushirabad, 200 at 
Chikadpalli and 155 at Sanatnagar are being constructed 
through the agency of Labour Co-operatives. 

Public Debt 

Public Debt of the State, which stood at Rs. 50 '32 
crores at th«e end of last year, now stands at Rs. 53 '85 
crores after taking into account the various loans sanc- 
tioned by the Central Government, including the loan 
of Rs. 8*5 crores granted in connection with the Five- 
Year Plan. 

Cash Balance and Ways and Means 

The year 1952-58 opened with a cash balance of 
Rs. 14*01 crores, and is expected to close with a balance 
of Rs. 12*36 crores including Rs. 1*96 crores locked up 
.with London Banks, and about Rs. 7*5 crores payable to 
the Central Government towards pre-integration liabilities 
of Federal Departments and current receipts under Central 
heads arising in the State. The question of allocation of 
public debt and current liabilities under financial integra- 
tion arrangements is still pending final settlement be- 
tween the Centre and the State Government and is 
expected to be decided early next year. 

The real effective cash balance available with 
the State at the beginning of the next financial year would 
thus be about Rs. 2*90 crores. Further next accretions 
on capital account next year are expected to be Rs.1'20 
crores while capital outlay in 1958-54 would be of the 
order of Rs. 7-87 crores, and a further sum of Rs. 1^20 
crores, will be required as working balance with the 
Reserve Bank of India and Treasuries. There will thus 
be a deficit of Rs. 4^ crores on capital account in 1953-54, 
which is proposed to be met by obtaining necessary loans 
from the Central Government. 

8 
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Economic Conditions 

I shall briefly review our progress in the field of agri- 
culture, food, industry, labour relations, employment 
and cost of living. 

Agriculture 

There was a general increase in the acreage of principal 
crops but the production was far from satisfactory in the 
Kharif season of 1952 on account of the regular s.outh- 
west monsoon having started later than usual, and the 
total rainfall was also substantially less than in the 
corresponding season last year. 

Food Situation 

The year 1952-53 witnessed considerable imporvement 
in the food situation all over the country, including 
Hyderabad State, despite natural calamities and famine 
conditions which occurred in some of the States. Con- 
sequently there were changes in the food policy of the 
Government of India and Hyderabad fully co-operated 
with them in the implementation of these changes from 
time to time. 

The food situation has eased and bans on inter-village 
movement of foodgrains within a district have been 
removed ; while in the case of millets movement has 
been allowed throughout the State, except for a 10-mile 
belt on the Bombay borders. 

Rationing. — Informal and statutory rationing in the 
districts has been abolished and Fair Price shops have 
been kept on to avoid any sudden dislocation in supplies. 
In the cities of Hyderabad and Secxmderabad, where 
statutory rationing continues, a system of licensed dealers 
has also been introduced, side by side with the ration 
shops. • These dealers are allowed to purchase stocks 
from the surplus areas and sell them in these cities. 
Card-holders are allowed to purchase stocks, either from 
the ration shops or from the licensed dealers, on can- 
cellation of their cards. 

Prices. — The withdrawal of subsidy by Government 
of India ^ and almost simultaneous increase in the 
shipping tariff resulted in an mcrease in the prices of 
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imported foodgrains. Consequently the issue prices of 
grains, such as rice and wheat, chiefly consumed by the 
well-to-do classes, were raised, while those of millets, 
forming the food of the poor man, were left untouched. 

Price of rice had to be further revised early in Nov- 
ember 1952, when import of larger quotas of rice 
than originally planned, became necessary with the 
enhancement of rice quantum in the cities of Hyderabad 
and Secunderabad. As a result of increased imports 
of overseas at higher prices, the food losses in 1952-53 

have risen from Rs. 12*86 lakhs to Rs, 38-57 lakhs. 

• 

The Central Foodgrains (Licensing and Procurement) 
Order, 1952, was extended to Hyderabad with effect 
from 81st July, 1952. The information received so far 
shows that in the districts 3,475 retail and 11,661 whole- 
sale licences have been issued. The licence fees collected 
are being credited to a Fund called the ' Agricultural 
Improvement Fimd.' The extension of the Food- 
grains (Licensing and Procurement) Order, and the jawar 
conserved as a result of the decontrol policy helped 
Hyderabad in exporting about 17,500 tons of jawar to 
the neighbouring States of Bombay, Madras, and 
Mysore. The export of further quantities is under 
contemplation. 

Textiles. — Slump conditions having set in by the 
beginning of the period under review and greatly reduced 
tbe demand, all varieties of cloth began to accumulate. 
Government of India, therefore, decided to decontrol 
Dhoties, Sarees, Mulls, etc, with effect from 1-10-1952. 
Enough stocks of all varieties of cloth are now available 
in the Bazar and some varieties are sold at rates lower 
than the previous controlled rates. In the case of yarn, 
although there has been no decontrol, its availability 
in the local market has greatly imporved and no imme- 
diate shortage is apprehended. Owing to the abolition 
of customs duty, the prices of cloth and yam have 
been correspondingly reduced. 

Licences are now freely issued to all those who apply 
for the same so that those desirous of entering the 
business could be a^Uowed to do so. 

Industry 

5. In the industrial sector, the progress shown in 
1051 over the results of 1950 was in general maintained. 
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In fact in 1952 (January to December), coal production, 

as compared to 1951, was better by 1*65 lakh tons, sugar 

by 2,000 tons, cotton yarn by 3*0 lakh lbs., cotton 

piece-goods by 22*0 lakh lbs. and paper by 8,000 cwts. 

Among the major industries, there was a set back in 

cement industry where production declined by about 

48,000 tons. This was largely due to difficult labour 

conditions in cement industry. 

Among the small-scale and cottage industries, the 
position of handloom weavers continued to be somewhat 
difficult due to inadequate supply of raw materials 
and general slump. 

In 1952-53, the Industrial Trust Fund advanced loans 
to the extent of Rs. 12-56 lakhs to various local indus- 
tries. In addition tp this. Government also advanced 
Rs. 16 lakhs to the Singareni ColHeries, Rs-, 50 lakhs to 
the Sirsilk Ltd. and Rs, 11 lakhs to the Gold Mines. The 
Budget Estimates for 1953-54 provide Rs. 24 lakhs for 
loans proposed to be advanced to industries next year. 

Although the progress has been encouraging last year, 
it is not safe to assume that the same would continue in 
future also. There are two factors which seem to stand 
in the way and which need to be attended to immedi- 
ately in case the industrial progress of this State is to be 
maintained. The first is the urgent demand for both 
fixed and working capital. The Government through 
the I.T.F. have done a lot in the past to meet this 
demand. Even now in spite of serious limitations on 
their resources, they are prepared to assist the con- 
solidation and expansion of industries, on business lives, 
to the extent practicable, through the Industrial Finance 
Corporation. But it is for local industrial and financial 
enterprise to come forward and meet this demand in 
the main. This is necessary both in their own interests 
and in the interest of the country. Otherwise a part 
of the industrial capital already invested may be wasted 
or lost, as has been the case in the last two or three years 
due to the closure of several industrial concerns. The 
second disturbing factor is the friction between the 
employers and the employees in the industries. It serves 
no purpose to try to allocate the blame between these two 
classes. Unless both these classes, so vital to the economy 
of the State, sit down and devise ways and means to put 
an end to this situation— the Government are always 
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there* to lend all the assistance that they can in this 
regard — it would mean material loss and distress not 
only to each of them but the country in general. 

It has now been finally decided that the managing 
agencies of the Sirpur Paper Mills and the Sirsilk Ltd.> 
shbuld be transferred to Messrs. Birla Brothers Ltd., 
who are leading industrialists of India. It is hoped that 
this transfer will become effective during 1953-54. The 
terms of t»ansfer envisage the realization of Government 
loans of approximately Rs. 430 lakhs advanced to these 
twp industries during the last 10 to 12 years. The re- 
payment during the first year will be of the order of 
Rs. one crore. Government has also reserved its right to 
hold up to 51% of the share capital of these industries. 

The proposal to establish a State Industrial Finance 
Corporatioii from the resources of the Industrial Trust 
Fund is also expected to materialise very shortly. The 
paid up Capital of this Corporation will be about Rs. one 
crore of which 50 % will be found by the Industrial Trust 
Fund. 

The Industries Department has also drawn up an 
integrated plan for the various existing cottage indus- 
tries schemes of Government such as handloom, woollen 
industry, silk industry, tanning etc. 

The Central Laboratories have been doing very use- 
ful work in the field of industrial research. During the 
year they carried out experiments and investigations 
into* custard-apple seed, oil, dehydration of castor oil, 
keeping qualities of vegetable oils, systematic survey of 
various types of coals and clays found in the State, etc. 
They were also able to secure 6 patents. 

A provision of Rs. 5* 57 lakhs was made in the current 
years' budget for the buildings of the Central Labo- 
ratories, which are in progress. The Government of 
India have also sanctioned a grant of Rs. 5 lakhs for the 
buildings and this sum is being provided in the next 
year's budget. 

Labour 

During the year 1962-58, the Labour Officers inspected 
611 factories, registered 51 Trade Unions and settled 28 
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industrial disputes and 1,311 individual grievances, while 
894 eases were launched for various contraventions of the 
labour inactments. 

Employment 

Government have sanctioned and implemented the 
following schemes in order to rehabiUtate the ex- army 

personnel.

Cost of Living Index 

10. After a continuous rise from 147 in 1948 to 167 
in 1951, the cost of living index for Hyderabad city 
(Base : 1943-44=100) showed a welcome break and fell to 
164 in 1952. Fears that the lifting of food controls 
might lead to a sharp rise in the cost of living index did 
not materialise, for the index rose only by 4 points from 
164 in July, 1952 to 168 in December, 1952. Moreover, this 
rise was mainly due to the spurt in index for intoxicants 
which rose from 186 in September to 207 in December, 1952. 
Prices at the end of January, 1958, of all the principal 
cereals were lower than those prevailing on 15th Septem- 
ber, 1952, Le.y about six weeks after the decontrol of 
foodgrains. 

Movements in the Wholesale Price Index were in 
general harmony with the tendencies revealed by the 
Working Class Cost of Living Index. The price index 
which rose from an average of 875 in 1947 to 435 in 1961 
fell to 890 in 1952. When prices crashed from 418 in 
January 1952 to 345 in April, fears of slump were wide- 
spread in business circles. But the prices recovered and 
crossed the 400 mark by July, 1952. 
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Currency 

Government's intention to bring into effect, as from 
the commencement of the new financial year, a rapid 
progressive withdrawal of O.S. Currency and its replace- 
ment by I.G. Currency has already been made known 
to the Assembly. This will be another important step 
forward in the economic integration of Hyderabad 
with the rest of India, and may be expected to bring 
considerable benefits to the local producers in the shape 
of stable prices quoted in a uniform medium in all Indian 
mS,rkets. Businessmen and firms will further benefit by 
the consequent simplification of accounts. The change 
over is being arranged so as to minimise any adverse 
repercussions on the price level. Facilities are being 
arranged for free conversion of O.S. Currency to I.G. 
Currency at the standard rate oi exchange at all offices 
of the Hyderabad State Bank and Treasuries and Sub- 
Treasuries. 

Banking 

As from the 1st April, 1953, the Reserve Bank of 
India will act as Bankers to this State under an Agree- 
ment to be signed shortly. Negotiations have been 
concluded whereby the Hyderabad State Bank will con- 
tinue to undertake Government work at its Head Office 
in Hyderabad and at its various branches. They will 
.also take over the treasury work of the Central Govern- 
ment in the State at present managed by the Imperial 
Bank of India and will have the custody of currency 
chests of the Reserve Bank of India. This we expect, 
will avoid any dislocation in the services which the 
Hyderabad State Bank have so far been extending in 
the Capital and districts, and will at the same time make 
available to the State, the resources and guidance of the 
Reserve Bank of India. 

Conclusion 

More than any one in this House lam fully aware 
that neither the budget for the current year nor that for 
the ensuing year fulfils the needs and demands of the 
people to the extent we would all like them to be fulfilled. 
The crying needs of the people for better and more food, 
clothing and shelter, and the urgent necessity to arrest 
the distressing spectacle of growing unemploj^ment, are 
all well-known to you and me. But we cannot at the 
$a-me time lose sight af the serious limitations that stand 
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in the way* Hyderabad has to make good, in the space 
of a few years, all that should have been done during 
the course of several decades in the past. 

The changes that have already come about in the 
last three years have been really striking and far-reaching, 
the full impact of which has not yet been felt and the full 
significance of which would be realised better a few years 
hence. The abolition of Jagirs and Sarf-i-Khas and the 
settlement of all the complicated issues relating to the 
amount of commutation and the manner of its payment, 
is an achievement, the like of which is still to be seen in 
other States. The reforms relating to land tenure and 
holdings attempted in this State are indeed for more radical 
than those attempted in many other States. And this 
has been attempted un^er conditions which have seriously 
curtailed the normal resources of the State. The financial 
integration has made very serious inroads into the revenues 
of this State and that too at a time when more and more 
monies were needed to develop social services in every 
direction just to attain parity with the sister States, 
In the absence of a clear pictiu*e as regards the resources 
of the State, now and for a few years to come, as a result 
of issues relating to the allocation of revenues between 
the Centre and the State, the change over from one 
currency to another, etc., it is only now that we are on 
some sort of firm ground to assess our revenues. But as 
regards expenditure we have still to wait and see the 
repercussions of a change over to a new currency. Never- 
theless we have tried to keep up and even advance in some 
respects the level of social and development services. 
Further, it has to be remembered that any plans and 
programmes that this State may prepare must fit into the 
pattern of the All-India Five-Year Plan, and the scale of 
expenditure in the first two years is bound to be somewhat 
lower, A competent administrative machinery and a 
trained corps of workers for extension services, have to 
be organised through whom the funds could be channelled 
to yield the best results. A proper climate of public 
co-operation has to be created. Given these conditions, 
a few rupees would go a much longer way than otherwise. 
I, therefore, feel that we need not be unduly depressed 
by the limited results of the past nor judge the future 
from the past. 

As a result of the services and sacrifices of an xmtold 
»umber of people over a period stretching over decades, 
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political freedom has now become an accomplished fact. 
But we have still to achieve economic freedom. And 
this requires an equal if not a greater effort from all 
sections of the people and perhaps for a longer period. 
In this national effort the same spirit of selflessness and 
dedication to a cause is as necessary as in the past. The 
cause in view now is the realisation of the Five- Year 
Plan. It may not have the glamour of a poHtical cause. 
It may not immediately profit the man in the street. 
But a few years hence when the results of the Plan present 
themselves in the shape of cleaner and healthier villages 
and a happier and more enlightened villagefolk, one would 
realise the hidden and innate potentialities of the Plan. 
" To see the nation's plenty in a people's eye" as expressed 
by the bard of Avon is an ideal worth striving for every 
lover of Bharat ; and this ideal is imbedded in the Five- 
Year Plan more than in anything else. It is, therefore, 
now the paramoimt duty of every citizen to realise this 
and work in his own sphere of activity whether humble 
or exalted, with all his might and main so that the Plan 
may advance and the *' nation's plenty " may approach 
nearer. 

The financial position of the State is, on the whole, 
sound. The Government of India are also doing every- 
thing possible to help us, but the prosperity of our people, 
in the ultimate analysis, depends on our own efforts to 
•the extent of leading a life of austerity and" to save 
an<^ lend to Government. 

Tn the years to come, therefore, every one of us will 
have to put his shoulder to the wheel. 

At the same time it is necessary to proceed very 
cautiously in undertaking new ventures and entering 
into new financial commitments, howsoever laudable 
the objects maya^be.
